Atlanta and one-third of 
Georgia which have been on 
central standard time _ will 
move ahead one hour to east- 
ern standard time the minute 
Governor Talmadge puts his 
Signature on a bill which 


passed the state senate yester- 
day by a vote of 35 to 8. The 
Governor probably will sign 
the bill today. 

Atlantans, accustomed to day- 
light saving time in the summer 
months, are not expected to notice 
the change to any considerable 
extent. However, it will benefit 
all businesses and farm markets in 
the state. 

The abolition of central time 
from the western counties of the 
state climaxes a legislati.e battle 
begun a decade ago. Since then 
the issue has arisen during each 
session of the general assembly, 
but not until yesterday have both 
houses agreed.

Searce Due to 
War in Europe 


which a scarcity is threatened are 


Seed of Some Essential 


Ones Cost as High as 
$200 a Pound.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—A 
scarcity of some of the most essen- 
tial drugs and widely used spices 
is developing in the United States

rubbish heaps. It is an essential 
heart remedy and a pain killer. It

In State Labs 


395,014 Specimens Ex- 
amined in 3 Labora- 
tories in 1940. 


In the test tubes and flasks of 
the state laboratories’ the health 
of Georgians is protected. Last 
year 395,014 specimens pertaining 
to the diagnosis and detection of 
communicable diseases were ex- 
amined in the central laboratory 
here and the branch laboratories 
in Waycross and Albany. 

In the annual report of Dr. T. 
F. Sellers, head of the division of 
laboratories of the Department of 
Public Health, the fluctuation of 
the amount of work done on each 
disease is indicated. 

The vast campaign — against 
Syphilis is largely carried out. in 
the serology laboratories. In the 
central lab in the state office 
building the blood of all Geor- 
gians called by the selective serv- 
ice boards for medical exams is 
given the Kahn precipitation test. 
On March 1, 15,284 of these tests 
had been run. 

960 Kahn Tests. 

The serology lab is capable of 
making 960 Kahn tests each day. 
In Georgia last year 232,326 syph- 
ilis blood tests were made. Of 
these, 16.7 per cent were found 
positive, This percentage does not 
indicate, however, that a similar 
number of persons are syphilitic, 


because the blood of a syphilitic! 


is repeatedly tested to determine 
the progress made during treat- 
ment. Of all the laboratory speci- 
mens examined, 58.8 per 
were for syphilis. 

In the culture department, 26,- 
138 tests for typhoid undulant and 
typhus fever, tularemia, bacillary 
dysentary, meningitis and pneu- 
monia were made. And in the mi- 
croscopy department, 123,334 
specimens were examined for tu- 
berculosis, diphtheria, malaria, 
gonorrhea, chanchroid, amoebic 
dysentery, intestinal parasites and 
rabies in animals. 

The heads of more than 1,000 
animals suspected of rabies were 
examined. And of these 363 were 
fox heads, sent from 13 counties 
last year when the mad fox epi- 
demic terrorized the state. Thirty-

Guns Ready 
As Roosevelt 
Boards Yacht 


Technically, Will Enter 
Theater of War 
Operations.

| PORT EVERGLADES, fFia., 
‘March 20.—(UP)+~Accompanied 
| by two cabinet members and 
‘Harry L. Hopkins, his closest ad- 
viser, President Roosevelt tonight 
boarded the yacht Potomac for a 
10-day fishing trip in tropical wa- 
ters off the southeast coast of Flor- 
ida. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary of In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes and Attor- 
ney General Robert H. Jackson 
were piped over the side of the 
Presidential yacht, after a run 
down the east coast by special 
train. The party’ arrived here 
shortly after 6:30 p. m., eastern 
standard time, 

There was a fresh wind and 
choppy waters off the coast here. 
and officers on the Potomac did 
not expect to put to sea for sev- 
eral hours, possibly not until to- 
morrow morning. 

The VU. S. S. Benson, the de- 
stroyer which will stand by the 
yacht during the Presidential 
cruise, had five-inch guns, .anti- 
aircraft machineguns, torpedo 
tubes and depth bomb racks pre- 
pared for action. 

A .50-caliber machinegun was 
mounted on the bow of the Po- 
tomac and another on the stern’s 
superstructure. It was the first 
time the Potomac had been armed. 

After the President embarked 
on the open sea, he technically 
was entering the theater of war

700.000 Ton ‘ 
Of Earth Slide 
On Rail Tracks 


Large Rock Causes 
Freight Train To Be 
Derailed. 


PITTSBURGH, March 20.—(P) 
More than 700,000 tons of earth 
slipped from the face of a hillside 
and cascaded down on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad tracks along the 
Allegheny river today, narrowly 
missing a freight train. 

The slide curtailed traffic on the 
railroad’s Conemaugh and Buffalo 
division and virtually blocked the 
Allegheny River boulevard, which 
parallels the tracks. 

Railroad engineers, who esti- 
mated the 700,000 tons, said they 
expected another 300,000 tons of 
earth to fall within a few hours. 
The slide ‘occurred a short dis- 
tance beyond the city limits, near 
a point known as Brilliant Cut. 

A large rock rolling to the edge 
of the slide, which extended 100 
yards along the railroad, spread 
the tracks and derailed two wheels 


on the freight train moving’slowly 
along the tracks.

HE management of a life insurance 
company has a primary responsi- 
bility to its policyholders to invest 

the funds of the company and to conduct its 
affairs so that the company will be able 
promptly to meet all its contractual obliga- 
tions to policyholders and beneficiaries when 
they fall due. The discharge of that 
responsibility carries with it a great oppor- 
tunity for service to the public at large. 


Because of the complexities of the present 
economic situation growing out of the critical 
period through which the world is passing, 
this service to the public has now become of 
great importance in the economic and social 
structure of the country. Your managément 
is acutely aware of its responsibility to its 
policyholders. So also, it recognizes that 
much public benefit will necessarily follow 
from its performance of that responsibility. 


Nearly one-half of the people of the 
United States own life insurance. From 
the savings of these people, who live on 
the farms and in the villages and the cities, 
come the premium payments which account 
for most of the income received by life 
insurance companies. These funds eventu- 
ally go back from those companies to the 
policyholders and beneficiaries as payments 
in accordance with the terms of their policy 
contracts. Before such payments are due, 
however, the funds become available for em- 
ployment in the economic life of the people as 
a whole in the form of investments or loans.

$100,000,000. United States Government 
bonds are generally regarded as the prime 
investment security of the world. Their 
safety is beyond question. More than that, 
the Government at the present time is 
making huge expenditures in the interests 
of national defense. From the point of view 
of the public interest as well as the safety of 
its policyholders, the Company’s policy is 
to continue, in the present circumstances, to 
invest in Government securities. 


Other Bonds.—The Company’s investments 
in State, county agd municipal bonds, which 
are likewise regarded as prime investments, 
and which amount to over $250,000,000, also 
play a great part in our national economy as 
well as our social advancement. They pro- 
vide funds to help build schools, bridges and 
highways as well as other local institutions 
and improvements. The Company’s hold- 
ings of railroad bonds aggregate approxi- 
mately $285,000,000 and help to finance the 
country’s principal transportation system 
which is so essential to both the business of 
the country and its defense. Our public 
utility bonds aggregate over $335,000,000 


and, in making these investments, the Com- 
pany has helped to provide the people with 
electric, gas, water, communication and 
other services. 

Large and Small Loans.—Most of the 
corporations whose bonds are owned by 
the Company are relatively large because 
so many small borrowers do not or cannot 
issue bonds which are eligible or practi- 
cable as investments for a life insurance 
company. This Company, however, makes 
many mortgage loans and policy loans. 
Most of the policy loans are for small 
amounts. Mortgage loans are made in both 
small and large amounts. An examination 
of the Mortgage Loan Portfolio, which in- 
cludes loans on business, residential and farm 
properties, shows that at the end of 1940 the 
Company had on its books 31,741 first mort- 
gage loans on real estate, which, less reserves, 
amounted to about $420,000,000.

Stocks.—The Insurance Law of the State 
of New York does not permit life insurance 
companies to invest in common stocks. As a 
result they cannot legally provide equity or 
partnership capital, either for big business or 
for small business. However, they are per- 
mitted to invest in preferred and guaranteed 
stocks which measure up to certain legal 
requirements. This Company’s holdings of 
such stocks, which provide additional funds 
for industry, amount to about $90,000,000. 


All things considered, it is apparent that 
the assets of the New York Life Insurance 
Company are at work not merely to produce 
a return but also to do their part in advanc- 
ing both economic and social progress.

Payments to Policyholders and Beneficiaries 


During the year 1940, the New York Life 
Insurance Company paid to policyholders 
and their beneficiaries a total of $204,394,345- 
Of this sum $135,015,066 was paid to living 
policyholders and $69,379,279 to benefici- 
aries. During the past ten years, the Com- 
pany’s payments to policyholders and bene- 
ficiaries have exceeded $2,180,000,000. 


New Insurance

In the liabilities, by far the largest item, 
$2,322,671,5¢4, 1s the Insurance and Annuity 
Reserve computed by the Superintendent of 
Insurance of the State of New York. This 
reserve is the amount which the Company - 
must hold in good assets so that together 
with future premiums and interest, it may 
be able to meet future policy obligations as 
they become due based on assumptions as 
to future rates of claim, interest and expense. 
The sum of $38,747,490 is set aside in the 
liabilities for dividends payable to policy- 
holders in 1941. In addition toa Voluntary 
Investment Reserve of $50,000,000, the 
Company had, at the end of the year, a 
surplus, reserved for general contingencies, 
amounting to $127,073,603.

Amendment Publication 

There is, before the state legislature, a 
bill which makes changes in the laws regard- 
ing publication of proposed amendments to 
the state constitution. 

The Georgia constitution provides that be- 
fore any proposed amendments are voted upon 
they shall be published in one or more news- 
papers in each congressional district. A house 
bill passed in 1939 limited publication of such 
amendments to one paper in each district but, 
by a senate amendment, it was provided that, 
in addition to this, a summary of not more 
than 200 words for each amendment be pub- 
lished in all official county organs. 

The new Dill, introduced this year, elimi- 
nates publication of these summaries, but per- 
mits the Governor to publish some amend- 
ments in one paper in a given district, and 
some in others, though each amendment can 
be published only once in each district.

Some air- 
plane plants, for instance, are operating train- 
ing schools for workers and prospective work- 
ers on a 24-hour basis, running three shifts of 
classes and instructors. 

The government is conducting 
training schools for young men just out of 
high school and others capable of mastering 
the mechanical arts they must know if they 
are to fill places in the rapidly expanding 
army of defense plant workers. 

Many of these youths will not reach the 
higher levels of skilled workmanship, but they 
will be able to fill the simpler duties, per- 
mitting men now engaged in these to advance 
te the more highly skilled tasks. 

So serious is the tabor shortage of the 
airplane factories of the far west that possi- 
bility of using women workers in tasks suited 
to their capacities are already being discussed. 

At the same time there is a startling dis- 
crepancy in reports as to the number of un- 
employed still in the country. Government 
statistics report a great reduction in the total 
of unemployed and other authorities likewise 
aver that the rapidly expanding defense pro- 
gram is fast eliminating the unemployment 
problem from America’s domestic picture. 

“On the other hand, publications of the CIO 
claim there has been, so far, little reduction 
in the total of idle workers, placing the pres- 
ent figure for unemployed at more than 9,000,- 
000. Undoubtedly this total is far beyond the 
actual figures, but there must be a reason for 
such difference. Evidence available to the 
average observant man,.who sees his neigh- 
bors and friends, members of his family, find- 
ing jobs in various expanded national and 
defense activities, tells him impressively that 
there are more jobs available today, by far, 
than a few months ago. It seems beyond rea- 
son that the CIO figures could be correct. 

Broadly speaking, the labor situation 
the United States, as the nation girds itself 
for all-out defense production effort, seems 
to be that, as yet, there is no scarcity of ordi- 
nary labor, but there is a serious, possibly 
critical, scarcity of the skilled mechanics 
needed for most of the defense industries. 

Industry and the government are tackling 
this problem intelligently and properly through 
the training schools for workers. The answer 
would seem to rest with these schools and with 
the determination of all American workers to

Good Appointments

The best 
information is that Eden and Dill told the Turks and the Yugo- 
slav minister at Ankara that the British were prepared to make 
a heavy military investment in Greece if Turkey and Yugoslavia 
would stand firm. The Turks were always ready to stand firm in 
any case, and welcomed the news. Their tone changed sharply to 
one of belligerence against the Germans, and meanwhile the Rus- 
Sians, who had lost prestige in the Balkans by the German occupa- 
tion of Bulgaria, chimed in with rather meaningless encouragement. 
a From Ankara, Eden and Dill went to Athens, where they were 
joined in their conferences with Greek leaders by the British minis- 
ter to Belgrade. The Yugoslavs, in the interval, had also altered 
their course and begun to delay their answer to the German de- 
mands. Thus, while the situation simmered angrily, English forces 
were moved into Greece. And now, although reports of Yugo- 
Slavia’s and Turkey’s fighting the Germans in Bulgaria are doubted 
here, it is generally thought that neither will give in to Hitler. 
The Turks have vastly reinforced their frontiers. The Yugoslavs 
have mobilized and, while probably ready to sign a meaningless 
treaty of friendship with Berlin, are almost certain not to open the 
Vardar valley to German troops. 

It is the belief here that the forces have been sent into Greece 
without too seriously weakening Wavell’s army in Africa. ‘The 
training programs in Australia and New Zealand have already come 
to maturity, and divisions from these two dominions and from 
India are understood to have been brought into the Mediterranean 
by the same huge converted liner transports which carried the re- 
inforcements to Singapore. Australian and Canadian troops in the 
British Isles were hankering for action and these, too, are sup- 
posed to have been sent to the Mediterranean. With these addi- 
tional men, and with good luck, it is possible that the British can 
support both the African and Greek campaigns.

Every human calamity except death may be cushioned by a 
full purse, and even a death in the family can be endured with 
greater equanimity if there is money to do what is necessary. 

The only thing worse than being broke in time of trouble is 
to be empty of pocket, bankrupt of credit, and deep in debt. To 
be in that state is to hit bottom. 

Some years ago, when everybody felt rich and the nation was 
drunk on easy profits and gambling seemed a virtue, the bubble 
burst as it always must and mankind floundered in the ruins— 
as helpless as a whale cast ashore by a storm. 

People lost their homes and farms and businesses and jobs, and 
banks closed their doors—many of them to open no more. 

Do you know what caused the universal ruin? It was debt. 

If everybody had been free of debt, not a home or a farm or 
anything else would have been lost. There would have been no 
foreclosures in a foolish and desperate effort to get blood out of 
turnips. Bankers without courage or mercy or good sense would 
have been unable to ruin the solvent who were unable to raise cash. 

Debt made people helpless. 

Now we are in the midst of another boom. There is no wild 
gambling yet, but the government is piling up a vast debt for all 
of us to pay. Inflation has begun, which means that prices are 
climbing, and the process may get out of hand. 

In any case, the bubble will inevitably burst when government 
spending ends. The whole world will be mortgaged, desperate 
and bankfupt. Millions will be jobless; hungry men will riot; and 
prices will drop to the bottom as men eager to unload compete 
with one another for a market. 

One kind of man will still be safe. He will be the one who 
Owns a piece of ground that will produce food for his family, plus 
a little money laid away in good times, and is able to say with the 
village blacksmith that he “owes not any man.” 

Is it impossible to save money against that evil day? Yes, if 
we persist in living like the rich. But anybody who has a job 
can save a little if he will; and it is better to pinch pennies in good

Leyden 
University in Holland, one of the 
most famous universities in all 
Europe, has likewise been closed. 
Indeed, the lamps of Europe are 
going out.

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Senate Passes 
Record Naval 
Appro priation 


$3,446,990,644, Most 
in Peace-Time History, 
Is Approved.

A $3,446,990,644 naval appropria- | 


tion, the largest in United States 


peacetime history, was passed by | 


the senate today, while on the 


house side of the capitol informed | 


legislators reported that the-Navy 
was planning to build fivg 60,000 
to 65,000-ton battleships, biggest 
warcraft ever to sail the seas. — 

The naval bill, carrying funds 
to operate the Navy establishment 
in the next fiscal year and to pro- 
ceed with the building of the two- 
ocean Navy, now goes back to the 
house for action on senate amend- 
ments. 


Included in the measure are: | 


$1,515,000,000 for:new ships, in- 
cluding six battle cruisers of 20,- 


.000 to 25,000 tons, and $350,372,- | 


000 for airplanes. 
Win Victory. 

Before the bill passed, legisla- 
tors who have _ fought United 
States purchases of Latin-Ameri- 
can canned beef won a victory. 
As the bill passed the house, it 
contained a provision prohibiting 
the use’ of any of the funds to 
buy foreign foodstuffs except 
those which cannot be procured 
domestically “in sufficient quan- 
tities as and when needed.” 
a provision has been in effect sev- 
eral years. 

The Senate Approprations Com- 
mittee recommended that the pro- 
vision be deleted but, on a 32-to- 
32 tie vote, the senate failed to 
uphold this recommendation, and 
the clause remained in the bill. 

Concerning the five super- 
' dreadnaughts, Fepresentative 
Maas, “Republican, Minnesota, 
senior minority member of the 
house naval committee, said he 
understood that when fully armed 
and armored they would displace 
65,000 tons. Maas believed the 
contracts for the ships already 
have been let and that they would 
be named the Montana, Ohio, 
Maine, New Hampshire and Lou- 
isiana. 

There have been reports that 
Japan is building ships of over 
45,000 tons, but so far as is known 
the world’s largest capital ship 
now in commission is the British 
cruiser Hood, 42,000 tons. The 
biggest battleships the United 
States Navy now has in commis- 
sion are the’ 33,000-ton class. 

18-Inch Guns Seen. 

Maas asserted the big ships 
might carry. 18-inch guns as com- 
pared with the present 16-inch 
maximum, o1 they might stick to 
the 16-inch weapon but carry a 
larger number. of them than do 
existing craft. 

Other defense developments: 

A senate-house conference re- 
port on two bills authorizing a 
$345,000,000 naval. public works 
program was approved by the sen- 
ate, and the measures dispatched 
to the White House. Included in 
the authorizations were $8,100,- 
000 for enlarging the naval station 
at Samoa: $4,700,000 for fleet fa- 
cilities at Guam, and $66,050,000 
for developing bases being acquir- 
ed from Great Britain. 

The senate banking committee 
approved a bill authorizing the 
government to insure mortgages 
on $100,000,000 of housing for de- 
feiise workers.

There was no particular reason to open a discussion of 
Cobb in Florida—Ty lives in California—except that he is 
synonymous with the best in baseball. 

Heilman didn’t discuss the usual Cobb traits but 
brought out a little-known fact—he pointed out that 
what most folks don’t know is that Cobb was a great 
manager. 

“Everybody knows Cobb was a great ball player,” Heil- 
man told Ferguson, “but what they don’t know is that he 
also was a great manager in the six years he had the Detroit 
club. He inherited a seventh-place ball club in 1921 and, 
without getting any additional material to speak of, moved 
that club up and up until he finished third in 1922 and second 
in 1923. | 

“Cobb hated waste. If you were hitting .350 
and he thought you were capable of hitting .400 he 
would work as hard with you as he would with the 
rawest rookie. I would get into a batting slump and 
Cobb would tell me to report at 8 o’clock the next 
morning for hitting practice. And he would be there, 
too, working just as hard over me as he would over 
one of his own slumps. 

“He had a theory that he should study opposition catch- 
ers rather than pitchers because the catcher is the man who 
calls the pitches. It must have been.a good theory, because 
I noticed that after he became manager everybody’s batting 
average went up about 15 points. 2 

“Cotlb believed the secret of batting was balance. He 
insisted that the batter must be ready to move in any direc- 
tion with either foot. He was agmarvel at this himself and 
he could move his hands up and choke a bat fast when he 
wanted to poke one over the shortstop’s head.”

New War Trend 


Seen in Plane 


Expert Tables 


Comparatively Few Craft 


Destined for England 
Proper.

WASHINGTON, March 20.— 
Hidden in the cold, unemotional 
figures of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, covering 
the “dollar value” of aircraft ex- 
ports, is one of the stirring dramas 
of the World War in the air. 


A careful analysis of these fig- | 
ures by aviation experts shows an | 


entirely new trend in the war. It 


'reveals that a preponderant num- 


ber of the new high-speed Ameri- 
can pursuit airplanes is going, not 
to England, but to Africa. 

The flow of this growing stream 


of hard-hitting fighters across the 


south Atlantic and through De 
Gaullist Africa and _ across 
British-held Sahara is 
into a flood, which is lapping 
against the Balkan battlefront. 
Behind the Figures. 
Behind the precise columns of 
figures of the bureau’s statistics 
is, perhaps, the story of just what 
happened to the German Stukas 
which have ventured into the 
Mediterranean keep of the British 
Lion. It has been only too appar- 
ent to the world that the first 
vicious drive of the German dive 
bombers against the British Medi- 
terranean fleet 


rudely checked. 


There can be little doubt that | 


American fighting planes have 
played some part in beating off 
the. onslaughts of the luftwaffe 
and that they will make the Medi- 
terranean skies increasingly un- 
safe for Nazi air squadrons as pro- 
duction grows. 

It is revealing no military con- 
fidence to disclose where Amer- 
ican planes have been going. The 
same type of analysis which shows 
their destination, on the basis of 
published. information, can be 
made by any enemy agent with 
any sort of background or know!l- 
edge of American production. 

Where Planes Went. 

Such an analysis shows, for ex- 
ample, that the 419 airplanes ex- 

ported from the United States to 
the British Empire during Janu- 
| ary, only 102 actually went to 
England. An analysis of the cost 
figures discloses that virtually all 
were big bombardment airplancs,

Begin 
with 10 counts and work up to 50,

Teeth Should 
Be Brushed 
After Meals 


Editor’s Note: This is the 15th of a 
series of authoritative articles on 
modern dentistry as it affects every 
man, woman and child in Georgia, 
approved and released by the Geor- 
gia Dental Association. 

Teeth should be brushed regu- 
larly and thoroughly because 
brushing improves their appear- 
ance, gives a sense of cleanliness 
of the mouth and helps prevent 
decay. 

It should be recognized that 
brushing alone is inadequate for 
the prevention of dental caries. 
It represents only one of the pro- 
cedures that must be utilized in 
the development of proper oral 
hygiene. 

Teeth should be brushed after 
each meal. It is often impractica- 
ble to brush them at noon, but 
thorough brushing after breakfast 
and before going to bed should 
not be neglected. 

The dentist can demonstrate the 
toothbrushing method best suited 
to the individual youth. The jaws 
are held slightly apart. The upper 
teeth are brushed with a down- 
ward motion, the lower teeth with 
an upward motion. The inside 
surfaces and the chewing surfaces, 
as well as the outside surfaces of 
the teeth, are brushed. 

The teeth should never be 
brushed across, as this is not ef- 
fective in cleaning them and it 
may injure the gums. The mouth 
should be rinsed thoroughly with 
warm water after brushing in or- 
der to remove the loose food par- 
ticles. Rinsing also helps to keep 
the mouth clean and the breath 
free from odors. 

Caution: Even though they are. 
brushed carefully, deciduous teetn 
may collect green and brown stain, | 
and permanent teeth may collect | 
stain and calculus (tartar). AS. 
these deposits may be injurious,
